MR. HITT’S TARIFF BILL. 


He Proveses to Abolish the Sugar Tax and 
Cut Do Daty on Lumber. 

WASHINGTON, 
Congressman Hitt may introduce another 
Tariff bill this session. During the last Con- 
gress he introduced a bill repealing the tax 
on sugar. He wants the entire sugar tariff 
removed, and is not in favor of taking the 
tax off raw sugars alone, as has been sug- 


gested in some quarters. To remove the tax 


on raw sugars alone would in his judgment 
simply aid the refiners without materially 
helping the public. The sugar-refiners of 
Louisiana have long maintained a lobby 
in Washington to watch their interests, 
and there is one here now. The tax on raw 
sugar cannot be taken off any too quickly to 
suit the lobby if the refineries are left un- 
touched. Mr. Hitt will provide for taking off 
the entire tax in any bill he presents. He 
will not put lumber on the free list, but will 
largely reduce the tariff on such importations.

Proposing te Inmerease the Pensions of 
Mexican War Veterans. i 

WASI N rox, D. C., Jan. 4 — [Special. — 
Senator Hearst of California has prepared a 
bili increasing the of the surviving 
soldiers of tne War of 18 from $8 to $25 a 
month. The Senator recently called on Com- 
missioner Black for statistics regarding the 
pensioners of that war. They show that 
while only 1,069 soldiers of that war are still 
alive there are 11,851 surviving widows, 
which seems to establish the fact that most 
of the soldiers of that war married young 
wives. The pension records show that 193 of the 
soldiers and 1,680of their widows live in the 
State of New York; m Massachusetts the 
number is 68 soldiers and 8538 widows; in 
New Hampshire 44 soldiers and 446 widows; 
in Pennsylvania 51 soldiers and 700 widows; 
in Ohio Si soldiers and 945 widows; in Iili- 
nois 39 soidiers and 473 widows; in Indiana 
39 soldiers and 465 widows; in Iowa and Ne- 
braska 23 soldiers and 1,266 widows. The 
number for the entire Southern 
— — 214 soldiers and 3,542 widows, while 
the ific Slope contains but 12 soldiers and 
79 of their relicts. rapid death rate 
among the veterans is shown by the fact 
that while more than $2,000,000 was paid to 
them in pensions in 1873 the disbursements 
for the last year amounted only to $106,000. 
At the nt rate of mortality only a score 
or so will be alive five years hence. 

CURIOSITIES TO BE PRESERVED. 

The American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science at its last meeting

CONSOLATION FOR POOR MEN. 

At the beginning of this new year the poor 
and discontented ought to have a comforting 
solace as they reflect upon the opportunities 
opened up to them by the uselesness of rich 
men’s sons and the utter worthlesness they 
display when brought face to face with the 
robust realities of hfe. They ought to be 
thankful to the rich for vacating the fields of 
ambition and for surrendering that activity 
and application which bring success, carry 
men onto fortune and fame, and secure 
power and influence. 

If these discontented persons will give the 
subject a moment’s consideration they will ob- 
serve that the judges and leaders at the bar, 
the doctors who have made a reputation for 
their skill, the successful merchants, manu- 
facturers, and bankers, the builders of rail- 
roads, the managers of stock boards, and the 
leaders of politics have as a rule come from 
their ranks. In every direction where repu- 
tatzon has been made the successful workers 
went up from small beginnings and were sons 
of poor men who started from nothing. The

REGULATING EXPRESS COMPANIES. 

The Inter-State Commissioners while going 
out of their way to find a doubt as to whether 
the new law applies to express companies 
frankly declare their belief that it should 
bear on such corporations, and hence ask 
Congress to make the necessary amendment. 
Inasmuch as the Commissioners refuse to in- 
terprot the act as its framers intended, there 
is nothing left but to supply an amendment 
which will leave no doubt that the act ap- 
plies to express as well as to ordinary freight 
carriers. Any regulations as to reasonable 
ness of charges and just proportions between 


long and short hauis should apply not only to 


common freight but to any property trans- 
ported by rail. Express freight differs from 
common’ freight only because its perishable 
nature requires that it be transported at a 
greater speed or its fragility or great value 
calls for unusual care ip handling, and for 
such reasons the shipper is wilung to pay a 
higher charge. Express freight differs from 
common goods only in belonging to a higher 
classificaton, but the doctrines as to over- 
charges or discrimination have as much bear- 
ing in one case as in the other. 

Express carriers are in fact peculiarly ia 
need of some regulation by law. Their 
charges are not affected by the competition 
of slow water lines, and henve they dre be- 
yond the reach of the regulative force which 
does so much to protect shippers of common 
freight from railroad extortion. Having a 
monopoly of fast freight, fearing nothing 
from water competition, and claiming the 
exclusive right to do an express business over 
certain lines of railroad, these carriers can 
charge what they please and discriminate as 
they see Git if not controlled by law. Com- 
petition can exist only at common points, and 
can be controlled absolutely by the peculiarly 
simple and effective pools of the express car- 
riers. In fact, the express companies claim 
that because they have never been subjected 
to severe competition for any great length of 
time they have had no inducement to dis- 
criminate unjustly and grant secret rebates 
in the strife for business, and hence the pro- 
visions of the Inter-State act could not have 
been intended for them. If absence of com- 
petition may prevent rebating and under- 
cutting m the express business it certainly 
offers no security against excessive over- 
charges, and that is the complaint most 
frequently brought against the express car- 
riers. If they grant no rebates and keep 
their long and short hauls in equitable pro- 
portion some security is still needed to in- 
sure rates that are essentially reasonable 
and just.“ Many of the fast freight and ex- 
press companies are creatures and agencies 
of the railroads, and if they are permitted to 
remain uncontrolled freight may be diverted 
and old transportation abuses artfully con- 
tinued and fosteged. 

The claim of the express managers that if 
they are required to publish and file tariffs 
no building at Washingten would contain 
their schedules is nonsensical. . This is the 
sort of rubbish the railroad managers were 
dealing in last winter when they were trying 
to defeat the Inter-State act, The express 
companies keep their agents posted as to 
rates, and there is no reason why the same 
information should not be accessible to the 
public. The Inter-State Commissioners speak 
of the fact that several express companies, 
believing they were amenable to the act, 
filed their tariffs with the commission and 
appeared to find as little difficulty in prepar- 
ing them as the commission had in furnish- 
ing storage room. Congress should pay no 
attention to the absurd statements of ex- 
press managers, but take the necessary steps 
to bring all rail carriers under the control of 
the law. 


A GOOD REPUBLICAN ISSUE. 

Now that Republicans here and there are 
troubling themselves with the question 
whether a National issue for next year can 
be found in putting tobacco on the free list 
and maintaining useless tariff taxesit may 
be timely to call attention to the report of the 
Pacific Railroad Investigating Commission. 
There is material in it for a genuine political 
issue of great interest and high importance. 
Both the majority and minority reports lay 
bare a story of gigantic fraud, public rob- 
bery, and abuse of authority such as has been 
rarely told in any country. The Pacific rail. 
road fraudis the greatest swindle ever per- 
petrated on the American people, and it 
stands unredressed, with the pillage still 
bulging in the pockets of the public 
thieves, who, with an insolence worthy 
of Tweed, ask what the Government 
and people propose to do about it. 
Heretofore the details of the transactions of 
the Pacific railroad plundering and wreck- 
ing crew were involved in some obscurity, 
notwithstanding occasional pretended in- 
vestigations, but the facts are all clear now 
asa matter of official record and the only 
question remaining is whether stock jobbers 
who steal from the public and the Govern- 
ment by tens and hundreds of millions can 
be punished or not. 

Some political party in search of alive is- 
sue Ought to take up this Pacific railroad 
fraud. Chicago has punished her boodlers 
and New York made an attempt to punish 
Jake Sharp, and had him found guilty in two 
courts. Public sentiment strongly favored 
these prosecutions, although the recovery of 
the stolen plunder was impossible and noth- 
ing more could be accomplished than to make 
an example of the criminals. How much 
more heartily will public sentiment respond 
to an energetic prosecution of the thieves 
who not only defied the law and stole hun- 
dreds of millions but left a legacy of bogus 
railroad debt to weigh on the people of the 
West and be felt in the form of inordinate 
and extortionate transportation charges for 
generations to come! If these great million- 
aire bocdlers can be made to disgorge the 
false burden will be lightened, the law viu⸗ 
dicated, and an example made to protect the 
public from wholesale public robbery.

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Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 2 — The report of 
C. B. Morton, Commissioner of Navigation, 
sets forth in detail the various aids and ad- 
vantages enjoyed by the shipping of other 
nations, and concludes that it is impossible, 
without a change of the present conditions, 
for our navigation to regain its lost suprem- 
acy in the foreign trade. He says that our 
vessels must be put on an equality with for- 
eign ships, or they must be gradually forced 
out of contest. Bounties or sub- 


sidies are paid by Spain, Italy, Ger- 
many, France, Ste., and British vessels 
have been and are aided under one guise or 
another. The report alludes to various facts 
relating to the West Indian and South Amer- 
ican trade, which naturally belongs to this 
country, but is almost monopolized by Eu- 
ropean ships. 

With regard to the coasting trade the Com- 
missioner says the case is differont, and the 
shipping empioyed—amountiug to 3,000,282 
tons, without including many craft not doo- 
umented—is reasonably prosperous, especial- 
ly upon the lakes, where the coastwise 
trade is devoloping rapidly, the in- 
crease in the American tonnage there 
during the vear ending June 30, 1887, being 
21,161. The gain upon the Pacific coast was 
8,761 tons, and it was about the same on the 
Western rivers: The total documented ton- 
nage of the United States is 4,105,844, dis- 
tributed as follows: Atlanticand Gulf, 
2,638,272; Pacific coast, 356,445; Northern 
lakes, 783,722; Western rivers, 327,405. 
The foreign-going registered tonnage 
is 1,015, The Commissioner recom- 
mends that the coasting trade be re- 
lieved of its burdens as to puiiotage 
fees, on the ground that in many cases where 
pilo was formerly essential the Govern- 
ment has expended millions of dollars in 
improving channels, in placing beacons and 
buoys as guides, in making measurements 
and accurately noting them on carefully-pre- 

red charts, and in erecting lighthouses. 

e thinks shipping should receive the benefit 
of these improvements in reduced charges 
for pi and that Congress should abolish 
the compulsory features of the State laws im- 
po sing pilotage, half gong ag heense fees 
on coasting vessels, so that the practice 
may be uniform in all the States. He 
speaks of the impolicy of local taxa- 
tion of » and its tenaency 
to drive the ownership of vessels from the 
place where they are taxed to places where 
they are not taxed, as well as the fact that it 
weights them in their contest with foreign 
shipping, not only not taxed but subsidized. 
He says the expeuse of State quarantne 
should be paid by the parties interested—that 
is, by the general public; and that fees for 
the support of the stations and the salaries 
of the officers should not be exacted of ves- 
sels, the owners of which suffer more than 
their share in having their vessels detained in 
quarantine while at expense for crew and 
loss of service. 

The Commissioner is of the opinion that 
American sailing or steam vesseis should be 
allowed to transport goods on which duties 
have been secured; without further bonds, 
the vessel being already bonded “under the 
navigation laws and the present regulations 
constituting a discrimination against ordi- 
nary sailing vessels and steamers of the 
a States not forming a part of regular 

ines. 

An amendment of the laws relating to ton- 

nage tax 1s recommended so that steam ves- 
seis may pay on the same relative capacity as 
— vesseis. The present tax 
nates in favor of foreign vessels. 
To nt duplication of names of vessels 
of the United States, there being. for exam- 
ple, exactly sixty Susans’’ or names derived 
theretrom, he recommends that names of 
new vessels be submitted to the Bureau of 
— yg where an alfabetical list of all 
vessels of the United States is kept, and 
where it could be at once determined 
whether the name proposed would be a dupli- 
cate of others in use. 

The report refers to the lack of system on 
the lakes as regards the punishment of crime 
there on vessels of the United States, and 
recommends the extension of the admiralty 
jurisdiction to include such cases. At pres- 
ent some of the counties extend to the middle 
of and often it is almost imprac- 
ticabie to establisn the fact that an offense 
was committed in a -particular jurisdiction. 
The courts have heretofore had difficulty in 
3 of these cases. 

He thinks there should be some inspection 
of steam vessels carrying passengers upon 
waters of a State not subject to the laws of 
the United States, and suggests that a law be 
enacted to make the recording of biils of 
sale, m s, and hypothecations of ves- 
seis as valid when recorded in the proper 
custom-house as when recorded under State 
laws, in State courts, or otherwise, and to au- 
thorize concurrent jurisdiction on the part of 
the United States District Courts with the 
State courts in the matter of foreclosure un- 
der such documents. 

The Commissioner describes the many 
hardships encountered by shipowners by rea- 
son of the constant change going on iu navi- 
gation from sail to steam, from wood to iron 
and from iron to steel, and also by rea- 
son (of foreign bounties, subsidies, and 
aids granted to foreign ships competing 
with our vessels’ both in the merchant 
service and the fisheries. ‘he Commissioner 
says he is especially indignant that the Cana- 
dians should have made the $5,500,000 foolish- 
ly given them by the United States for almost 
worthless fishing privileges a fund the in- 
terest on which, he says, is paid as a bounty 
to Canadian fighermen competing with our 
fishermen, who were already at a disadvan- 
tage on account of greater expense for ves- 
seis, outfits, bait, and . This condition 
of affairs, he adds, is in disobedience of the 
Bible injunction not to seethe the kid in its 
mother’s milk. 

He suggests that the present practice as to 
steering gear should be made uniform, so 
that an order to port“ on one ship would. 
not, as is now the qase, mean to starboard”’

The Commissioner expresses himself 
strongly in favor of a naval reserve, and con- 
cludes his report with a draft of a bill em- 
bodying his ideas of the legislation required 
on this and points calling for prompt action 
by Congress.

RDR AND GREER. 


Particulars of Their Execution by the 
Officer in Command. 

CuIcaao. Deo. W. -[ Editor of The Tiibune.]— 
The letter of E. L. Hobart in today's TRIBUNE 
recalls to my mind the saddest tragedy in which 
I ever bore a part. Mr. Hobart relates a few 
particulars regarding the execution of McBride 
and Greer of the Twenty-eighth Hlinois Infantry 
at Natchez, Miss., in the fall of 1864, He is mis- 
taken as to the date of their death, which was 
about Feb. 1, 1865. I was Captain and Provost 
Marshal on the staff of Gen. John W. Davidson, 
an old lar-army officer who was then in com- 
mand a 2 Natehes, and the execution of these in- 
nocent 8 of merciless military law was my 
charge, MeBride and Greer were in the jail * 
Natchez under sentence of death, and wearin 
ball and chain, when | was assigned to Ago * th 

It was my custom to inspect 
the jail every morning, which was under the di- 
rect charge of Alexandér Hamilton, First-Lieu- 
tenant of tae Second New Jersey Cavalry. now 
residing in this city, who commanded my pro- 
vost guard. I was much interested in the two 
men. MoeSride was a square-built, heavily- 
bearded man of about , while Greer was «4 
slender, pale-faced boy o 18 There was a pleas- 
ant, simple-hearted uir about both of them, and 
they were the last men one would pick out for 
murderers. I carefully investigated all the cir- 
cumstances of their case and was soon convinced 
that they were merally guiltless of the crime for 
which they were convicted, There is not as os 
old soldier who ever took part in active war w 
has not many times taken the same — 
that brought these men to an untimely death. 
McBride and Greer were simply members ot a 
private foraging party, out on a raid after chick- 
ens, vigs, and sweet potatoes, They struck by 
chance the place of old Dr. Sargent, a distin- 
SS citizen, a well-known Union man, and 
y blood and marriage related to powerful and 
aristocratic families both North and South. The 
old doctor expostulated with the jayhawkers, 
and the one murderer in all the crowd of soldiers 
leveled his musket and shot the old man dead. 
Before the comrades of the guilty man could 
seize him, and while they were yet dazed with 
horror, the villain ned away. He at once deseart- 
ed into the Confederacy and was lost to sight 
forever.
